Below are given extracts from the 
judgments of Mr. Justice Stuart and 
Mr, Justice Hyndman an the Lewis 
exemption case.

Mr. Justice Stuart gave avery 
scholarly judgment, the concluding 
part of which ts as follows:

rived from statute and in my opinion 
can only be taken away by statute. I 
know of no authority for the proposi- 
tion that a statute can be altered, 
amended or repealed by an order-in- 
council unless express statutory auth- 
ority is so given The argument that 
the resolutions of both houses vall- 
dates the order-in-council is, in my 
view, untenable. The resolution, does 
not in any way amonnt to an enact-| 
ment, but is exactly what it purports 
to be, a mere expression of approval of 
the action of the executive. It does not 
in any way alter the fact that what 
was done was on the part of’the execu- 
tive and not by parliament
